Wo have heard many stories told of the 
soQerioga of a t-ip in an emigrant ship from 
Europe to America, and read details of many 
very shocking oases of sbockiog barbarity 
practiced upon ttie poor emigrant by barbar- 
ous offioers ol abipa; bat we have bean for- 
nished the particulars, by several Gercnars 
who arrived in thia city a few days ago from 
Germany, of a series of barhariiies priicti-ed 
upon the paisingtrj of tho omigriiDt 
ship Ho land, of the Liverpool end 
New York liue, thbt exceeiled inluuiy and 
outrage anything of tbe kind we have hoieto- 
fore heard or read. 

The Holland arrived in New York on the 
2-tib of March, after a long aod bo'steroos 
voyage, v.:t'-, 550 pisseDKsie aboard, all emi- 
grania, being at least 290 more than she had 
acc immodationa for. A numbei ol fc'iiS! emi- 
grants were lor Louiaville, where ihey ar- 
rived the latter part of last week, and from 
a. ma of whom we get these particulars. Tbe 
voBsel bad been at sea but a few days, when 
it was di-covered tbat the stick ot provisior s 
of provi.siorH was not only of tho poorest 
(jualiiy but also very liRbl, In lens thnn a 
wctk all iho Hour, polatoop, and other vege- 
tables were exhantted, and tho piBSiogers 
were reduced to a diei of sbip biacuit and 
horse beef, aod tbia of ths poorest quality, 
aod doled oat in tbe stnallest poitionf. 

Starvation began to stare tbe wi etched 
cmiijraoiti io tbo face, altbaugb the ehip'a 
ofBoers and orew seemed to have plecty of 
good and healthy food. To all appeals for c 
fair div sion ol this food among tbe emigrantp, 
tbe olGcers answered only with curaos and 
blows. Siokneas broke out among fie emi- 
grants, and in their desperation soma of Ibem 
made an effoit to secure mora food, bat wtra 
knocked down and kicked aod beat by tha 
crew. Many of these fniserable people, men, 
women and children, were exposed on deck 
to tbe cold, aod were badly froz-su. Our 
informants atbt) tbat the Captain and mbti 
of the vessel were pait'cularly cruel in their 
trsatment of tbe poor emigrai ts, and as a 
oQDaequenoe of all tbeir aofleiings there was 
mnoh siokoers and naeoy deatba during the 
trip. 

To ancb a degree of starvatioo were tbesa 
emigrants reduced tbat when tbeir scanty al- 
lowance of food waa issned to them they had 
to flgbt for itfl posseasioD, tho des- 
peration of tha half-Binrved pnst- 
ecgers, nndertho impnleeof eell-preaervation, 
leadinj; tbem lo try ta take by force Irom t ie 
weokesi theii ahtie of tho wretcliod lood. 
Tho bone bet-!, our ioformcnts ftate, was 
aDnolotely half-rotten, and its ttanch olmo-t 
atifling ; yet tbe emigrants were forced to oat 
it to save tbemselvas from a horrible death 
by BiaivatioD. Tbe limbs of many womtn 
and obildren, us well as a nnmber of men 
were so eeveraly frozen that io many cases 
amputation will be ocoesBaiy, A report of 
the saString of these emigraoia 
was made to the aotboriius et 
New. York, but our inlormnnts aoy no it- 
lentiun, ao far as they know, was paid t i it. 
It is a case which reti'iires ibe most rigid ir- 
vtttigation, and if the facts are ua stated to 
ua, the Caplaia snd cthei ofliceiH ol the ehip 
should be brought t) ibotpeediect and sevar- 
(Si pan ah meet.
